mon schools, but the corporation shall notte compelled by law to reduce the toils andfreigats so that a dividend of 15 per centumper annum cannot be made', and it shall bethe duty of the corporation to furnish thelegislature, if required, with a correctstatement of the amount of expenditure
and the amount of profits after deductingall expenses, which statement shall bemaoe under ihe oath of the officer whosoduty it shall be to make the same.

Under this provision the road was not
required to pay the State anything until
Its aggregate dividends should equal the
original investment and 10 per cent. Inter-
est thereon, but after that tho excess of
net prolits above a certain figure should
be paid to tho State. The State never re-
ceived a dollar, under this provision, and
probably it never will, but there was evi-
dently honest effort on the part of the legi-
slature to get something for the charter.

Letter from Cardinal Gibbon.

WASHINGTON. Jan. M.- -A large meet-
ing of the friends of the arbitration treaty
between the United States and Great Bri-
tain, now pending in the Senate, was held
in tho Grand Opera House here at 4 o'clock
this afternoon. The call for the meeting
was signed by ex-Secret- Johr W. Fos-
ter, who succeeded Mr. Blaine as secretary
of State in President Harrison's Cabinet.
Chief Justice Melville W. Fuller, of United
States Supreme Court. Bishop John F.
Hurst, Bishop Henry Y. Satterlee. 1 'resi-
dent B. I. Whitman, of Columbian Uni-
versity, Rev. Dr. D. J. Stafforc and other
prominent citizens The puriose of the
meeting was stated in the call to be tho
public attestation of the approbation of
the great principle of arbitration embodied
in the pending treaty The audience was a
large and distinguished one, and included
tho delegates to the meeting of the Na-
tional Board of Trade now in session here.

The meeting was called to order by ex-Secret- ary

John W. Foster, who said in
part: "Eight months ago there was assem-
bled In this city a conference of repre-
sentative citizens of almost all the States
of tho Union, with a view to promote the
establishment of a system or method of
permanent arbitration between the United
States anel Great Britain. A national or-
ganization was then effected, and the
movement was universally regarded as a
patriotic and humane work. When, by tho
transmission to the Senate of the recently
signetl treaty it was made public that the
President and secretary of state had
agreed with the government of Great
Britain on a convention which gave prom-
ise of an early realization of our long-cherish- ed

hope, we, who participated in
that conference, felt that it was eminently
fitting that the friends of arbitration resi-
dent in this city gathered from the various
States of tho Union should be afforded an
opportunity to come together and manifest
their gratification at this important step
taken in the tlirection of permanent peace
between the two great English-shakin- g

nations, and. if they saw fit. to express the
hope that tho Senate of tho United States
would place the stamp of its approval upon
this great instrument.' But it is proper to
say that in calling this meeting it has not
been in any spirit of criticism or im-
patience. We recognize the fact that
under a provision of the Constitution
which experience has proved to be a wise
one the Senate is made a Mart of the treaty
making power and has a duty to discharge
co-ordin- ate with the national execuue.
We also recognize that this Nation has
great interests on this hemisphere which
should not be made the subject of arbitra-
tion with any European nation. It is be-

lieved that thes interests have been care-
fully guarded in the pending treaty, but
if, after mature consideration, the Senate
should find it expedient and possible to
make the language of the treaty more ex-

plicit in this resoect. such action should be
regarded as prudent statesmanship. 1.
however, venture to express the hope that
the final action of that body will not be.

such as to defeat .the treaty, as it would
thereby disappoint the hones of the great
majority of the people of the United States
and discredit our government in the eyes
of the civilized worltJ."

Hon. Gardiner G. Hubbard, president of
the American Geographical Society, was
elected chairman of the meeting, and on
taking the chair said in opening: Y o are
not here to discuss the provisions, or to
criticise its effect. We admit its imperfec-
tions and its incompleteness, but we be-

lieve these very imperfections and this In-

completeness attest its integrity, its earn-
est purpose and noble aim."

Mr. Justice Brewer, of the United States
Supreme Ccurt. followed. He said that, al-

though he was earnestly in favor ef tne
pending treaty, he would not trespass in the
slightest degree on the prerogative of the
Senate to carefully and thoughtfully con-

sider it in all aspects, and to accept what
was good anel to reject what was bad. He
did not believe in saying to them "you must
adopt it." The great question should net
be approached with the thought of whether
we can secure a tribunal that wii! always
decide our way. The mnin question is,
how to secure an independent and impar-
tial court, and then send t n all of these
vexatious ar.d peace-disturbi- ng questions.
Courts sometimes make mistakes, but
what are these mistakes as compared with
th4 waste and carnage of war? "I am in
favor of this treaty." said the speaker, "be-
cause It gives us for the first time in our
national life a chance to arbitrate our dif-

ferences. The first step Is the most im-

portant cne. This is our opportunity, and
who can say when another such an oppor-
tunity shall come to us?"

Other brief addresses were made by
Thomas Nelson Page, President Whitman,
of Columbia n College, and e Hen-
derson, of Missouri. A letter from Cardi-
nal Gibbons was read, expr?ssing his regret
at not being able to attend the meeting
anel closing as follows:

"While I am heartily in sympathy with
the object of this meeting, and ardently
hope that the promise held out to us by
this treaty of settling our disputes with-
out the threats and rumor of war. so dis-
turbing to public peace and business, will
be fulfilled; I re-gr- et that a previous en-

gagement, which I cannot postpone, will
prevent me from joining in person the dis-
tinguished gentlemen who have issued the'
call in approving the principle of arbitra-

tion. For this cause a joint letter has been
published expressing the? sentiments of-

Cardinals Vaughan and Logue and myself.
I am sure that, not less, ardently than I.
they hope their efforts in tho cause of
peace will not be in vain."

The following resolution was unanimously
adopted:

"The citizens of Washington, In public
meeting assembled, desire to attest their
approbation of tho great principle of Inter-
national arbitration, as embodied in tho
treaty between this Republic and Great
Britain now pending in the Senate. Believ-
ing this treaty to be a distinct advance to-
wards the best civilization, ami trusting
that it may prove a helpful example to
other nations, we shall hail with Joy and
patriotic pride its confirmation by the Sen-
ate of the United States."

The pro-
gramme includeel two soios by Mrs. Walter
Fugate, the reports of the officers and the
election, and serving of hot coffee and
doughnuts. The declination of Mr. T. C.
Day for further official work on account of
ill health was received with regret. The
following efficers were elected:

Vice President Mrs. Edgar J. Foster.
Secretary Mrs. K. Remy Butler.
Treasurer C. M. Zener.
Superintendent Miss Alice Graydon.
Mr. T. C. Day, the retiring president,

made an address, in which he spoke of the
improvement in directness and thorough-
ness made In the work among the beys, in
their better discipline, their sense of obli-
gation for .what is elone for them and a
greater respect for authority. During the
year the Boys Club has taken its place in
the circle of charities of the city and the
constituency of the club has been enlarged
by the means of the organization of sec
tions. The club also recognizes the gift of 1

books from the School Board to carry on
the night school at the club, and appointed
Miss Wright to conduct a school three
nights in the week. Mr. Day reviewed the
work of the-- Boys Club In New York, which
was organized twenty years ago. The
membership last year was and the
actual attendance during the season C2,3'JU.

In closing be said:
"I have spoken at some length to show

you that the idea which we are working out
in Indianapolis and which has commended
itself to our citizens by 'practical result,
has taken ele-e- root in edher communities.
The Boys" Club, properly conducted, is the
most efficient remedy for the trend to crime
among the boys of the street and the agent
most likely to leael them to good citizen-
ship."

Tne report of the secretary, Mrs. Butler,
was a review of the year, with its enter-
tainments given for the benefit of the club.
She made special reference to the asso-
ciated work. The club has organized sec-
tions, membership in which is $1 a year,
lhe money thus gained is to be used for the
current expenses ef the club. Tho club nw
has about four hundre'd members in the
several sections, and with 51,500 the entire
running expenses ef the club could be met.
The report of the treasurer showed the to-
tal amount raised by the ladies of the
hoard to be $y,7.4: and for the permanent
fund $74.15. the total subscription being $1,-r7S- .t''.

The expenses of the club were $1.-Ad..- "0,

leaving a ba'lance of $Ci.fjj available
mone-- y and il9".G0 for the permanent fund.

The report of the suierlnteudent, . Miss
Graydon. was of much interest to the
board. In brief it showed that 331 boys
have been registered at the club, and the
home of each of these boys has been visited
and the conditions investigated. Of the
number cf boys registered some have gone
away, some are awaiting and serving sen-
tences in jail anel workhouse and many live
a ellstance from the club, so that about 220
received benefit from the club during the
year. The boys coming under the inlluence
of tiie club are quick to respond, and ev-
erything is done to attract them. Enter-
tainments are given and there is friendly
visiting by the superintendent and members
of the board, the latter appointed by the
month: there are regular mothers' meet-
ings; there is a night school, a Sunday
school and employment agency, and much
material aid has been given to 1GS boys and
their families. Special note is maele of out-
side assistance given. Dr. Wright per-
formed an operation for crossed eyes on one
boy, which was successtul, and a summer
class was ccnductetl by L. H. Martin, who
also entertaineel the boys at his home.
These and many other things have, been
done and are being done daily for the boys
and with beneficial results.

CROWDED LIKE CATTLE

.o Trailer on Six-o'Cloc- Iv livening
Cars I iinanltn ry Condition CatiMetl

by Ibis State of Affairs.

Among the staid residents who patronize
the North Pennsylvania-stree- t car line one
would scarcely expect to find so much
savage resentment at the manner the Citi-
zens Strcet-iailroa- d Compady is treating
Its patrons. Indignation meetings are held
every night on the cars which go north
between 5:30 and G:30 o'clock in the evening,
and one passenger, a deacon in the church,
volunteered the other night to be one of a
party to tie Verner and McKee to the rear
platform and make them ride for two hours
on the car. This was suggested as a more
condign punishment than ducking them
both under the ice of the canal. The com-
plaints grow out Of the outrageous manner
in which the company has been crowding
the cars in the last year. The Pennsyl- -
vania-stre- et people are not alone in their
grievance for the same conditions prevail
over the entire city. Even on the College-avenu- e

line, where the travel is perhaps
the heaviest in the city, few of the cars
going north in the neighborhood of C o'clock
have trailers, although as far back as flvw
years ago, when the ratronage was far be
low that of the present time, every car at
that hour of the day had a trailer.

On the North Pennsylvania-stree- t line the
seating capacity of a car is about twenty-si- x,

and the standing room capacity, by
crowding, is about equal to the seating
capacity. When there are fifty people on a
car it is uncomfortably crowded and yet
there has not been an evening In the last
six months when the 6 o'clock cars have
not hael from sixty to eighty-fou-r people
jammeel in like sardines. This has caused
much suffering to women passengers. The
conductors insist on taking on every pas-
senger that is willing to dig his elbows
through the crowded mass or hang on to
the railing by a little finger. Oftentimes
there is a boy or two riding on the draw-
bar back of the re'ar platform. With seve-
nty-five people squeezed in the car the
conductor will shout "crowd up there a
little more"

It has been ;frequently pointed out thai
there is a great danger to health In such
unsanitary practice of croweling eighty-fou- r
people into a space that can hardly contain
fifty. The transom windows are all closed
tight, and this cold weather perhaps frozen
tight, making an intensely stifling and
poisonous atmosphere with the exhalatiems
of so many human beings. This is readily
apparent by poking one's head inside th&
car door and catching a whiff of the air
after the Mr has gone as far north as Six-
teenth street.

On no occasion in the last six months,
so several observers say. has there bn?n a
vacant seat on these cars when Sixteenth
street was reached, and this distance is
only a scant seven blocks from the terminus
of the line. Complaint after complaint has
been made to the street-ca- r company, and
the company has been beseeched to put on
an occasional trailer, but the people on thai
line have their first trailer yet to see. This
same condition is to be found on all the
other linos of the city, with the possible
exception of the Brightwood line.

Many of the passengers are renewing the
talk prevalent some years ago, when there
was a'threaUto refuse to pay fares unless
eeats are provided. On seve ral eccasion
the passengers have taken the control of
the car in their own hands, refusing lo al-
low any more people to crowd on to
the car.

In this
Instance;- - the estate is, on this side ef the
Atlantic, end the .clfjiTjts on .the other,
and is that of a deceased Hungarian,- - who
migrated to this country some years ago.
lie was industrious and' frugal, and, before
he el I eel. was classed by his uimple-mind- c el

neighbors as wealthy. The report grew as
it traveled, and hiu heirs in the olel coun-
try heard that he left large manufactories
jind property valued at HeOO.OOu. "Eminent
lawyers" were engaged to look after the
matter, and they, by correspondence with
the consul at Philadelphia, have learned
that the reputed millionaire left an estate
valued at exactly $'.715. of which $f07 is
uncollectible. The castles built by the ex-

pectant Hungarian relatives will fall with
a crash when they get this news, anil their

1ST'.. The briefs, which were those used atthe hearing of tho caco in general termbiov. were filed in this court on the l&thof January. 1S77. since which date to the

elapsed from the time the appeal was

to abuse.

Tor those reasons the Supreme Court de-

nied a rehearing and affirmed the decision
of the ceurt below on account of deficit in
the record, without discussing the ques-

tion cf law involved in the demurrer at all.
Thus, what the Supreme Court evidently
regarded as inexcusable neglect on the part
of the State's counsel was responsible for
the failure of one of Its suits instituted
by the' State to enforce this Ioh.t disputed
claim. The further loss of nearly twenty
years since this failure makes Jt all tho
more Important that if the State is ivtr
going to do anything in the premises it
should begin at once.

The lot of a millionaire is certainly r ot al-

together a happy one If he or she chance
to be sensitive to public criticism. For
whatever he does, or leaves undone he 1

sure to meet with condemnation from some
quarter. As a general thing the cry aqain t
him is that he is not liberal enough with
his wealth, docs not spend enough. No
matter how extensively his capital may be
engaged In manufacturing or other busi-
ness that gives employment to many peo-

ple, it is not felt that he Is living up to his
duty or privileges unless he makes some
show of bis wealth in a personal way. He
receives some compliments if he gives large
sums for L;eneolent purposes, but Mr. An-

drew Carnegie, although he has given vast
amounts for public benefit, is classed by
demagogues and agitators none the less as
a "plutocrat" and oppressor of the poor.
Mrs. Hetty Oreen is berated for spending
nothing, but now, on the other hand, Mrs.
Bradley-Marti- n is made a target for criti-
cism because she Is preparing to spend a
large amount, Because she is to give a ball
that will Involve an expenditure on the part

The prompt action of the Legislature on
tho line .suggested by the attorney general
will probably re?ult in bringing about what
should have been had long ago, viz.. a

g Investigation of the question
whether the Vandaiia Railroad is indebted
to the State in any sum whatever, and if
so. how much. It is not creditable to the
business methods of the State In past years
that this should have remained an open
question for more than forty years, and in
the interest of all concerned it should be
settled without further unnecessary delay.
If the company .owes the State anything
it should be required to pay it, and if it
does not it Is entitled to have the fact off-
icially ascertained.

The genera! public may net know that
the alleged claim against the company
dates Lack to the time when it was oper-

ating under a. special charter and embraces
only that period. This means the period
from 1SI7. when the road was chartered,
to 1ST3, when it accepted the terms and
provisions of the general railroad law and
changed from a special to a general char-
ter. Such railroads as were projected in
the State prior to the adoption of the
present Constitution were organized under
special charters, and it is probable that the
abuse of thb practice in the case of other
corporations as well ius railroads caused
the insertion of the provision in the Con-

stitution that in ail casr-c- where a general
lav. can be made applicable, all laws shall
bo general and of uniform application
throughout the State. The first Legislature
under the present Constitution passed a
general. law fcr the organization of corpo-
rations, and since then all railroad compa-
nies have organized under that law. The
results under thy special charter system
were most unsatisfactory, but they were
not as disastrous as in those cases where
the State undertook to build ctrtala rail-

roads and Lercame a stockholder in them
to a large amount. This was the case with
the old Madison & Indianapolis Railroad,
and the old New Altany & Vincennes road.
In ISCtj. when a wave of Internal improve-
ment swept over the State, the legislature
passed "An act to provide a general sys-

tem of internal improvements, to prescribe
their management," etc. It provided for the
construction of tho Whitewater canal, the
Central canal, the Wabash and Lrie canal,
the New Albany & Vincennes Railroad, and
"A railroad from Madison through Colum-

bus. Indianapolis and Crawfonkville to La-

fayette, to be called the Madison & Ia-fayet- te

Railroad, to construct whicH the
sum of $l.C,tK is hereby appropriated."
All these undertakings proved disastrous
failure? under state management. In lvi2
a law was passed by which the State sur-

rendered ar.d granted all Its unfinished pub-

lic works to such private companies as
would oecept and prostcute them under
certain conditions. The auditor of state in
his report for 1S13 showed that the total
amount expended by the Stale on the Madi-eo- n

& Indianapolis road up to that time
had been l.C2t,G03. and the total amount
received from It in "tolls." as they were
then called, whs $&.1S2. Ic-avl- an excess
of expenditures over receipts of $1.61.421.
